The President’s Answer to 
Salisbury.

Foree Will be Used if Necessary to 
Protect This Country’s Rights. 
The Correspondence Causes a Sensa- 
tion in the Senate. 


The President's Note Elicits Bitter Com- 
mepts from the London Press—The 
Old Talk About Election Bra- 
vado Again Heard. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

WasHINGToN, March 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press’] Senator Sherman and 
Gen. John M. Foster, of the State De- 
partment, held aconference with the 
President this morning on the advisa- 
bility of prompt transmission to the 
Senate of the Beriyg Sea correspon- 
dence which has passed between this 
country and Great Britain since the 8th 
inst. The correspondence consists, it 
is understood, of two notes; the first 
being Lord Salisbury’s cabled note of 
the 18th, and the reply from the Presi- 
dent dated yesterday. It is broadly in- 
timated that there isan implied dispo- 
sition on the part of Great Britain to 
resent any interference by this Govern- 
ment with vessels flying the English 
flag in pelagic sealing in Bering Sea, 
which would undoubtedly result in the 
rejection of the treaty in its present 
form. 

The correspondence was laid before 
the Senate in executive session at 
noon. The reading of Salisbury’s note 
refusing to consent to a renewal of the 
modus vivendi and making counter- 
propositions was received with ill-sup- 
pressed irritation by the Senate. The 
note is evasive and equivocating. The 
President’s rejoinder broadly hints that 
Salisbury has not met his overtures in a 
straightforward manner. It insists on 
the renewal of the modus vivendi with- 
out reference to insignificant or irrele- 
vant conditions and closes with the 
stirring assertion that if Great Britain 
declines to assist in protecting the 
seals during arbitration he will pro- 
ceed to enforce the laws and exclude 
poachers from Bering Sea, if -the mil- 


| itary forces of the United States should 
strictest “NOLAN & & SMITH, 


be required to accomplish it.. The note 
created a sensation, in the Senate. 
After a half hour’s discussion tlie cor- 
respondence was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. 

The gravity of the case led to the 
| strongest effort of the Serators to pre- 
vent the public from being made ac- 
quainted with the facts until the corre- 
spondence has progressed further. 
There was no expression of opinion by_ 
the President in the letter transmitted 
in reply to Salisbury’s, but this was not 
needed in view of the clearly-defined 
position assumed by him in his rejoinder 
to Salisbury, which appeared to meet 
with the unanimous approval of the 
Senators, although the debate itself was 
too short to disclose officially the stand- 
ing of the Senators. 

Although there has been nothing in 
the nature of a direct vote upon the 
treaty of arbitration and there is well- 
defined opposition to it as a surrender 
by the United States of her rights as 
acquired by the treaty with Russia, it 
can be stated that the treaty will soon 
be ratified by the Senate. But a reso- 
lution will accompany it, reciting that 


‘| there does not appear to be any sufii- 


cient reason for abatement by the 

United States of its claims to jurisdic- 

tion pending arbitration and authoriz- 

ing the President to use all the military 

armament of the Government to insure 
rotection of therights of the United 
tates. 

Lord Salisbur 
refuse to enter into a modus vivendi of 
some kind, but, diplomatically speaking, 
‘‘fails to consent”? to the proposition 
made by this Government. Inasmuch 
as the Senate has refused to make the 
correspondence publicit is difficult to 
get a clear idea of the points intended 
to be conveyed, but undoubtedly the im- 
pression generally conveyed was -that 
Lord Salisbury had refused to renew 
last year’s arrangements. It can be 
stated that there is nothingin the na- 
ture of an ultimatum on the part of 
either government in the correspon- 
dence laid before the Senate. It is still 
considered incomplete, but underlying 
the formal phraseology of diplomacy is 
evident an intention on the part of this 
Government to bring matters to a point 
of definite determination before the 
season is far advanced. The Presi- 
dent’s reply, it.is,thought, will greatly 
tend to the attainment of the desired 
result, 


ENGLAND FUMES. 


The London Press Growls Over President 
Harrison's Reply. 

Lonpon, March 24.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| The Chronicle says 
that the Bering Sea trouble looks like a 
dangerous deadlock. The diplomacy of 
President Harrison’s reply has a hard 
grasp, particularly coming fron> a na- 
tion that is a professed admirer of 
peace. 

The Graphic says: ‘‘The dispatch of 
a portion of the Pacific squadron north- 
ward shows that Lord Salisbury is not 
disposed to recede from his position. 
Happily there is plenty of time for

WHY IT FAILED. 


A ’Frisco Version of the Attempted 
Electric Deal. 


Cashier Brown Says, the Bank of Califor- 
nia Ratified One Agreement, but Re- 
jected It When Amended— 

An Attorney Talks. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, March 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.} The rumor that 
reached this city from Los Angeles yes- 
terday tothe effect that the Bank of 
California had not ratified the agree- 
ment between the bondholders of the 
Los Angeles electric and cable rail- 
ways foran exchange of bonds is found 
to be correct, but the report that the 
interest of the electric company had 
lapsed on thé 16th inst. is not correct, 

Cashier Brown of the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, when questioned on the subject, 
Said: ‘“‘We have not ratified the 
amended agreement.” 

“You did ratify the first agreement?”’ 

‘Yes, but not the amended one.”’ 

‘‘Where does that.leave the matter?”’ 

“J don’t know where it leaves: it; 
there isa good deal of doubt in my 
mind about it.”’ 

‘You have nothing for publication 
then?’’ 

“No, nothing.”’ 

At the office of the Pacific Rolling 
Mills Company Mr. Keeney said that 
they had not heard a word aboyt it, 
and referred the reporter to their at- 
torney, W. 8. Goodfellow, who could 
not be found. : 

At the office of James G. Fair the re- 
porter was referred to the attorneys of 
the electric company, Dorn & Dorn. 
Mr. Dorn said: ‘*The interest of the 
electric company has not lapsed. In- 
deed, no-one’s interest has lapsed. The 
status of the case isthis: Some time ago 
an agreement was made to consolidate 
the two roads, to which the first mort- 
gage bondholders of the Pacific Cable 
and electric companies assented. The 
Bank of California and all parties in 
interest signed this agreement. Later 
a proposition was made to amend this 
agreement, in an immaterial way, but 
as considerable hostility was aroused, 
the proposition was withdrawn. The 
case now stands on the original agree- 
ment.’’ © 

“What is the scope of that agree- 
ment?’’ 

‘“‘Well, I could hardly go into the de- 
tails. It is practically, however, the 
consolidation of the interests of both 
companies. New bonds are issued and 
the old ones are retired. In addition, 
the holders agreed to buy enough bonds 
to pay interest on the entire indebted- 
ness for two and a half years in ad- 
vance, thus leaving the entire income 
for the purposes of improvement. In 
the meantime a large area of territory 
covered by these lines willbe developed 
and built up and the lines ‘will be good 
property then, as they are now,”’

MURDERER DEEMING. 
His Lawyers Making a Fight to Save Him 
from the Gallows. 

Perts (West Australia,) March 28.— 
[By Cable and Associated Press.]. The 
hearing in the case of Deeming, the 
wife-murderer, was resumed this morn- 
ing. Counsel are trying all legal means 
to prevent his being sent to Melbourne, 
also to prevent extradition to England 
for murdering his first wife and four 
children. It is believed, however, that 
their efforts will prove unavailing and 
that Deeming will be sent to Melbourne 
fortrial. It is not thought he will haye 


te go to England, as the police of Mel 


bourne claim to have evidence that will 
beyond doubt result in his conviction 
and execution there. 

Later.—The pretiminary hearing in 
Deeming’s case was finished today, and 
the prisoner Was formally remanded 
for trial at Melbourne for the murder of 
his wife in Windsor.

THEOSOPHY EXPLAINED. 


Dr. Allen GrifSths’ Lecture at St. Vincent's 
Hall Last Evening. 

The theosophists of the Pacific Coast 
have entered into a general organiza- 
tion and appo:nted a committee to at- 
tend to the propagation of this ism. 
Lecturers are sent out to instruct the 
followers of the late Mme. Blavaisky, 
and one of them, Dr. Allen Griffiths, 
has arrived in Los Angeles to do a little 
missionary work. Last night he lec- 
tured at St. Vincent’s Hall to about 
100 people, some of whom were drawn 
by curiosity and some of whom came as 
disciples. Dy. Griffiths is short in 
| Stature, with a rather large head, 
| packed with theosophical ideas, set 
squarely on his shoulders. He, wears 
an all-round short beard extending 
from ear to ear, and his upper lip 
is thinly clothed with an incipient mus- 
tache. He speaks with great assurance, 
but occasionally trips slightly on the 
four-syllabled words, in which he prin. 
cipally deals. 

He proposes to give a course of lec. 
tures here, and last night presented a 
general view of theosophy preparatory 
to taking up and working out details in 
his succeeding lectures: 

He first took up the three parallel 
lines of evolution (whichis one of the 
fundamental principles of theosophy,) 
the physical, mental and spiritual, and 


undertook to lead his audience through . 


the labyrinthine mazes of existence 
from ‘the causeless cause, the rootless 
root—the unknowable,*’ up to our pres- 
ent enlightened condition. 

He said that trom a Bible standpoint 
there was no rational account of this 
whole cosmic universe. We are pil- 
grims of eternity evoluting from the 
mineral to the vegetable, from the 
vegetable to the animal kingdoms. Be- 
ginning with the lowest form of life, 
after incalculable wzons we have reached 
the human monad, the higher ego. 

Pausing to refresh himself with a 
glass of water at this point, and calling 
upon the janitor for more ventilation, 
he proceeded. There has never been 
but one human race on this earth—the 
one here now. There have been four 
races before us, however; the first 
three and one-half were mindless. 
About the middle of the fourth race— 
the Atlanteans—the hitherto giants de- 
creased in stature and developed into 
warriors. A big earthquake came 
along, the land was submerged, and all 
these Atlanteans, or reduced giants, 
‘were drowned out save a small rem- 
nans from which our own race had its 
origin. The bankrupt Atlanteans rein- 
carnated, as it were, and became—us. 
We had existed, however, in all these 
preceding races—we went to sleep in 
one and woke up in another, ages be- 
ing consumed in the operation; we 
have been the denizens of other plan- 
ets and we will continue to pass on to 
higher states successively.

Race Development on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Some time last year a writer of phil- 
osophic bent published an article in the 
New England Magazine discussing Cal. 
ifornia and the Californians. His con- 
clusions were that, while the climate 
on this Coast is very delicious, its effect 
on succeeding generations, 1f not in the 
lifetime of present inhabitants, would 
be enervating, and that our Pacific 
Coast race would eventually fall behind 
the American type produced by the 
rigorous New England climate. 

Now comes another Eastern writer, 
Samuel H. Scudder, who visited Cal- 
ifornia with the late excursion of 
librarians, and contributes an article 
to the Overland Monthly, in which he 
holds that the high#%t type of American 
civilization is tabe developed here, be- 
cause the soft climate will tend to that 
repose which the people east of the 
Rockies lack. High nervous activity or 
intensity of life must, he assumes, in- 
terfere with the highest human devel- 
opment, and it is contended that to at- 
tain the highest development there is 
need of engrafting on the American 
stock that repose of life and of manner 
which characterizes as a whole the 
European. Asthe physical conditions 
of life on the Pacitic Coast apparently 
conduce more to leisure the writer is 
hopeful that some day the Californian 
will show his supremacy by becoming 
the highest -product of modern” civil- 
ization. He admits that. as yet there 
is no positive sign of this improvement. 
in the race, but nature’s environment 
is favorable, and we may await the 


| good time with contidence. 


These two gentlemen argue from 
identical premises to exactly opposite 
conclusions. ‘‘Who shall decide when 
doctors disagree?” 

The fact is that .nervous energy, 
which manifests itself in enterprise 
and push,.is not entirely dependent 
upon climate. There is something in 
the blood of the race which goes fur- 
ther towards determining these char- 
acteristics than either climate or en- 
vironment. Forexample, take the Es- 
quimaux, and we shall find them about 
as torpid as any race that dwell be-| 
neath tropic skies and live almost with- 
out effort. What accounts for the dif- 
ference between the enterprise and 
push of the people who live in the East- 
ern States and those who livein Can- 
ada? Certainly if the cold climate 
of the North Atlantic States stirs its 
denizens up to great nervous activity it 
ought to stir up the Canadians also. 
But it doesn’t. Directly the line is 
crossed there is a great difference 
in the characteristics of the people. 
This difference we are disposed to at- 
tribute more to blood and civil institu- 
tions than to variance in latitude or 
climate. 

Our experience is that the atmosphere 
of the Pacific Coast is a highly nervous 
atmosphere; that whatever character- 
istics of unrest the American people 
develop inthe East will be developed 
here in an intensified form. The race 
for wealth, the desperate chances taken 
to gain it, the tireless energy that leads 
to great accomplishment, will be brought 
to a climax on the Pacific Coast. Our 
very atmosphere is charged with elec- 
tricity, and electricity is the mainspring 
of nervous force. Whatevertendencies 
are found in climate and environment 
make themselves manifest in lower or- 
ders of animals sooner than in mankind, 
who is slower of development and 
therefore les#responsive to extraneous 
influences. Are California-bred horses 
any slower than those bred in 
the East? The records of the turf 
for the past few years do not 
show it. On the contrary, while our 
uniformly mild climate tends to more 
rapid physical development and less 
waste of tissues in resisting cold, it also 
tends to intensifying nervous energy. 
Not so much has to be given up in the 
mere struggle for existence, and conse- 
quently more remains for dynamic ac- 
tion. Both the horses and the men of 
California have something of a reputa- 
tion for being fast. _ 

We are inclined to agree with Mr. 
Scudder that the highest type of Amer- 
ican civilization will some day be devel- 
oped on the Pacific Coast, and. if that

Wasuineton, March 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Senate.—An executive 
message from the President was de- 
livered by Mr. Pruden, one of his secre- 
taries, and referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations.

Chairman 
Bland opened the debate by giving no- 
tice that at 2 o’clock tomorrow he will 
demand the previous question on the 
Silver Bill. Mr. Pierce of Tennessee 
then spoke in favor of the measure. 

At 2 o’clock it was announced that 
the Committee on Rules had consented 
to bring in a rule for a vote on Monday 
in case the opponents of the bill fili- 
buster tomorrow. ? 

In the course of his speech Mr. Pierc 
said: 

In the discussion of the pending measure, 
if I did not believe that the unlimited coin- 
age of silver would be for the best inter- 
ests of the people of the whole country I 
should not support itso warmly. It is only 
by going back tothe past upon this ques- 
tion of bimetallism that we can properly 
understand the great question, for the 
question of today is whether we shall have 
bimetallism or monometallism. Going 
back to 1816, beginning with the action 
of the great nations of the world upon 
this question, we find great industrial 
England prosperous, happy until -she 
struck down silver and discarded it as one 
of her coin metals. The voice of labor 
then, as now, was unheeded. The result 
was that the next three vears witnessed a 
period of depression, distress and suffering 
hitherto unknown in Great. Britain. This 
is amatter of history and cannot be contro- 
verted. 

Mr. Pierce cited the speech of Mr. 
Mills in the last House in support of 
free coinage and insisted that the gen- 
tleman from Texas, to make his record 
consistent, must support the bill. 
Whatever Messrs. William, Harter, 
Hoar and other anti-free coinage Dem- 
ocrats might do in the event of the 
passage of this bill the Democratic ad- 
vocates of free coinage stood ready to 
support the- nominee of the Democratic 
convention at Chicago,. whether the 
platform declared for free ‘coinage or 
net. Mr. Pierce continued: 

There are gentlemen of New England who 
say thatif we passafree silver bill New 
England will send an unbroken body of Re- 
publican representatives to this hall and 
they will give us a force bill. Isay to you, 
gentlemen from New England, that we 
Democrats of the South and West measure 
our actjon bythe Democratic rule, and 
Thomas Jefferson having said that the car- 
dinal principles of Democracy was submis- 
sion to the willof the majority fairly ex- 
pressed, we, when the majority speaks, bow 
to it and support the nominee and platform 
thatthe majority presents. That is our 
kind of Democracy. [Applause.| 

Mr. Stone of Pennsylvania denounced 
the pending bill as not a bill for the 
free coinage of gold and silver, but a 
bill for the unlimited issue of paper 
money. He had a suspicion that the 
bill is an heirloom in the Bland family. 
[Laughter.] In reading the history of 
his country he had discovered that one 
Richard Bland was a leading member 
of the House of Burgesses in Virginia 
in 1748. Like his distinguished name- 
sake of today he seemed laboring under 
the idea that the econdmic. and finan- 


ing. |Laughter.] Jn those days the 
currency of Virginia was tobacco in 
hogsbeads of 400 pounds. 
The inconvenience of carrying aroun 
the legal tender of the day naturally 
aroused a desire to devise a more con- 
yenient system of currency. This de- 
sire took shapein the ‘Bland bill of 
1748.’ [Laughter.] This bill was 
almost a counterpart of the bill of to- 
day. It provided for the establishment 
of Government warehouses and the ap- 
pointment of Government inspectors in 
charge. The Bland bill of ‘today pro- 
vides for the use of mints already 
erected. The bill of 1748 provided for 
the deposit of any amount of tobacco by 
any person and the issue of tobacco 
notes therefor, to be accepted as legal 
tender, receivable for debts and dues of 
the Government. The bill of today pro- 
vides for the deposit of’ silver bullion, 
whether owned by inhabitants of En- 
gland, Africa or America, and the issue 
therefor of notes as legal tender re- 
ceivable for debts and dues of the Gov- 
ernment. |Laughter.] This bill is not 
a bill for the free, unlimited coinage of 
silver, but a-bill for the unlimited pur- 
chase of silver billion. Nine bills were 
before the committee that did provide 
for free coinage, but all were laid aside 
for this bill. The effect of this bill, re- 
pealing the act of two years ago, would 
be to restore the act of 1878. 

‘‘Does the gentleman take the posi- 
tion,’’ inquired Mr. Bland, ‘‘that the re- 
peal of the act of July 4, 1890, would 
revive the force of the previous act 
thereby repealed?”’ 


‘*Yes,’’ 
“That’s a position contrary to all 
rinciples of law I ever heard of,’’ said 
Mr. Bland. ‘The act of 1890 re- 


peals a portion of the act of 1878. 
Now this pill in repealing the act of 
1890 does not restore the act of 1878 
atall.”’ 

Mr. Stone persisted that Mr. Bland 
was wrong, that the passing of; the 
pending bill would revive the act of 
1878, providing merely for the compul- 
sory coinage of $2,000,000 per month. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Stone’s re- 
marks Mr. Bland asked consent that 
the debate, which would expire tomor- 
row night, be extended until Friday aft- 
ernoon at 5 o’clock.

THE SUNDAY QUESTION. 


Hearings Given Those Who Want the 
World's Fair Closed on the Sabbath. 

March 28.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| TheSenate Committee 
on the Quadro-Centennial this morning 
gave a hearing to several persons rep- 
resenting that element of the popula- 
tion of the country which seeks to se- 
cure Congressional action compelling 
the closing of the World’s Fair on Sun- 
days. Dr. H. H. George of Pittsburgh, 
representing the American Sabbath Un- 
ion; Dr. S. P. Stevenson of Philadel- 
phia, representing the National Reform 
Association, and L. S. Coffin, ex-rail- 
road commissioner of lowa, represent- 
ing the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, all spoke in favor of closing the 
fair on Sundays. 

Coffin said the brotherhood, number- 
ing about 24,000 persons, mostly’ 
brakemen, pleaded for the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath in order that 
the railroad emplovés might have an 
opportunity for rest. Incidentally he 
said it was contemplated by the associa- 
tion to request Congress to pass a law 
prohibiting the running of interstate 
mail trains on Sunday.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Dr. D. Hayes Agnew, who was born in 
Lancaster county, Pennsylvania, November 
24, 1818, was the son of the late Dr. Rob- 
ert Agnew, aneminent physician of that 
section. His classical education was com- 
menced at the Moscow Academy, a flourish- 
ing institution, located in Chester county, 
then under the direction of Rev. Francis 
Latta. Subsequently he was under instruc- 
tion at Jefferson College, Cannonsburg, Pa. 
His educational training was finally com- 

leted at Newark College, Delaware, where 
v. John Holmes Agnew, a relative, was 
professor of languages. Having concluded 
to adopt the practice of medicine as a pro. 
fession he-matriculated at the medical de- 
partment of the University of Pennsylvania 
and graduated therefrom in 1838. 

After leaving the latter institution he en. 
tered upon the practice of his profession in 
the rural districts. Subsequently he re- 
moved to Philadelphia, where he contin- 
ued his practice, meeting with early and | 
flattering success.

lectures in the Philadelphia School of An- 
atomy on College avenue, which were con- 
tinued for many years. At the outbreak 
of the rebellion his class numbered 265 
students, representing every State in the 
Union. He also established the Philadel- 
phia School of Operative Surgery. In 1854 


he was chosen one of the surgeons of the. 


Philadelphia hospital, in which institu- 
tion he founded the present Pathological 
Museum and for a while acted asits cura- 
tor. In 1863 be was appointed demonstra- 
tor of antomy and assistant lecturer on 
clinical surgery in the medical department 
of the University of Pennsylvania. He was 
also chosen, about the same time, one of 
the surgeons of Wills’ Opthalmic Hospital. 
Two years later he was elected to a similar 
position inthe Pennsylvania Hospital and 
also in the Orthopedic Hospital. In 1870 
he was chosen to fill the chair of operative 
surgery in the University of Pennsylvania, 
and in the year following he became pro- 
fersor of the principles and practice of sur- 
gery in the same institution, which latter 
position he held until last year, when he 
resigned amid universal regret. 

A most skillful and rapid operator in 
every department of surgery, which was 
his specialty, his reputation as a surgeon 
is world-wide. In hiscapacity as an efficient 
surgeon, as well as a consulting physician, 
Dr. Agnew was called into many cases of 
extraordinary importance. 

During his fifty-two years of active prac- 
tice Dr. Agnew has made many valuable 
contributions to the literature of the pro- 
fession. Among such may be enumerated 
the following: A work on ‘Practical An- 
atomy,’’ one on ‘‘Lacerations of the Female 
Perineum and Vesico-vaginal Fistula,’ a 
series of papers—sixty in number—on ‘:An- 
atomy in its Relations to Medicine and Sur- 
gery,’’ an exhaustive work on the ‘Princi- 
ples and Practice of Surgery,’’ and numer- 
ous contributions to medical journals on 
surgery.

Los Angeles Passenger Agents in 
Secret Session 
To Discuss a Means of Fighting the 
Rate Cutters, 


Strong Retaliatory Measures Will be 
Adopted at Once. 


A Private Car Party Over the Union

Boomers — Local

Before many days the passenger 
agents of the roads leading to the East 
will makethe fur fly. War is in the 
air and once the fight warms up things 
will become exceedingly hot. As has 
been announced, the Santa Fé will put 
the reduced rates into effect, west- 
bound, on June 15, which will be time: 
for summer travel, though too late for 
the winter and springtime climatic ref- 
ugees.

Thomas Rodgers of the Holiness Church 
at Colton anda Mrs. Pullmer, residing 


Pullmer isa very prepossessing young 
woman of about 28, living with 
her husband, and is the mother of 
two pretty children. She was the treas- 
urer of the band and one of the most 
ardent of Rev. Rodgers’ followers.. The 
‘‘man in thé case’”’ is an ordinary-look- 
ing personage who undoubtedly took 
up religion for the stuff there isin it, 
as it is reported he was under a salary 
of $200 a month. 

It seems that Tuesday afternoon about 
3 o’clock Constable H. H. Bingham, ac- 
companied by a friend named William 
Prickett, 
brush near the Santa Anawash. About 
a mile west of the town they saw some- 
thing moving and thinking it was some 
wild animal or possibly an enormous 
jack-rabbit, for whose scalp a bounty is 
given by San Bernardino county, both 
gentlemen prepared their weapons for 
instant use.

Some of 
the boys here gave the Rev. Thomas 
notice that his absence was more de- 
sirable than his presence, and gave him 
twenty-four hours to pack his trunks 
and ‘‘git.’* 

Of the woman’s former character 
little is known except that she has, dur- 
ing her six months’ residence here, 
borne a fair reputation. There are 
many who assert that she _ has 
held clandestine meetings with Rodgers, 
but never acted foolish enough to ex- 
cite anything but, passing remarks. 
When Rodgers came here she was 
among the first to welcome him, and 
now that he has left she was the last to 
bid him good-bye. 

Rodgers was formerly deputy sheriff 
of Maricopa county, Ariz. While hold- 
ing that position he was considered one 
of the boys, associating with fast 
women and drinking and gambling with 
the best of the ‘‘rooeys,’’ as Bill Nye 
calls them. But he reformed and be- 
came a Holiness preacher, with the re- 
sult as fesenatel above. Further de- 
velopments are expected when the de- 
luded husband, who, himselfjoined the
